THE MAHMOUDIEH OANAL. 


Oar readers will no doubt have read with 
interest ths correspondence that has ‘been 
published in our colamns on the subject of the 
Mahmondieh Canal, criticising the projected 
creation of a new arm of the C4nal to relieve 
the congestion which obtains at Minet al Bassal 
and also to carry away the traffic which will be 
created when the new harbour improvements 
in the direction of Gabbari ate completed. The 
point of departure of the new arm woald be 
situated at about a kilometre’s distance south 
of the railway line which crosses the Mahmou- 
dieh Canal, opposite the Nouzha Gardens, and 


its mouth in the sea, out of the line of the- 


qusys, between Fort Kamarieh and the slaugh- 
ter-house. The present bed of the Mahmonudieh 
would natarally be preserved, but its dis- 
charge would be reduced in such a way as to 
prevent the incesvant silting up of the port. In 
this way the obstacles to the circulation of 


trains, tramways, and vehicles, stopped owing _ 


to the opening of the bridgea for the passage 
of boats, would be done’ away with. The ma- 
Louvring of the swing-bridges at the Mab- 
moadieh sluices would likewise be done away 
with and, finally, it would be possible to double 
the railway line, on which trains woald ran 
withont interruption along the qaays. - 

We are iacliaed to agree with oar contempo- 
rary, “La Réforme,” which warmly advocates 
the acheme, that the new arm of the Mahmon- 
dieh would be of considetable imiportanca in 


dealing with merchandise. With its deve:opment s 


all boats would be able to spprosch the 
canal banks opposite shoonahs and ato 


would in time sprifg up, and in » short space’ 


of time the import and export trade would bé 
rid of the thoosand and one shackles which at 


} _ tyranny of the 


carters footers wonld ha things of tha 
past. Boats coming from the Iaterjor would 
not be the only ones to benefit by the now 
canal ; those which would bring the imported 
goods | from the qaays woald enter with the- 
same facilities and proceed to the depots where 
they are to be stored. 

Of course, in the execation of this vast 
project diffisalties of various sorts are likely to 
croup up, bat there is no doubt that these will 
be overcome by the competent authorities. The 
finaucial difficalty will ba one of the greatest.. 
A work of this natareis certsia to involve a 
large expenditure. Bat, as ‘La Réforme” says, 
supposing that the credit allowed amounted to 
£200,00u, what is such a sam compared to the 
immense advantages to be gained by the city 
of Alexaudria and the whole coantry by the 
scheme? The Government, we have been assured, 
is prepared to make the necessary sacrifices to 


place the port of Alexandria in a position to. 


faifil all the reqairements of the country’s 
commerce, and it is only right that it should 
do so in. this case. It would be a source of 
prosperity which would extend to the whole 
coantry.

The Chairman of the Tenants’ Commission, 
Cavaliere Ronci, who was officially invited to 
attend the meetirg. and the members of the 
Maonicipality who have backed up the scheme, 
are t» b» congratulated on having at last come 
to a decixion, and it is to be hoped that these 
new uo odel dwellings wi'l be the b ginning of

LORD MILNER’S VIEWS. 


In the “National Review” for April Viscount 
Milner writes an article on ‘Great Britain 
and South Africa,” ia which he rerews the 
warning which he lately addressed to the 
House of Lords as to the consequence of con- 
tinvance of the misunderstanding by miny 
ro'iticians of the Soath African problem. The 
question, he points out, has now got isto the 
rats of party, the worst thing that could have 
befallen South Africa or Great Britain. Dealing 


with the present critical period he says: — 
“A great deal will depend upon the action of 


the British Governmeut during the next two 
or three critical years. But even more, far 
more, depends, not only during these yesre, 
bot in the future, upon the attitnde of the 
British people, upon the amount of sympathy 
which they extend to those of their fellow 
countrymen in South Africa who have in the 
past clang, throogh infinite discouragement 
and under manifold temptations to let go, to 
the great ideal of a united Empire, and who 
will, I believe, continue to cling to it unless 
the thing becomes utterly hopeless. And it can 
only become hopeless through the fault of the 
British people at home.” 

The feeling cf the majority, writes Lord 
Miloer, is a desire to m»ke friends with the 
Datch at any price short of estrangement from 
the Mother Country and from the Empire. 
They want to be South Africans, bat do not 


want to cease to be “Britishers”’ : 
“Let us in the old country take care to do 


nothing to weaken that sentiment. We can be 
absolutely fair, we can even be friendly to the 
Datch, withont falliog foul of the Brtish. But 
there are well-defined limits alike of policy and 
of honour to what we can do in the direction 
of courting the favour of the former. We can- 
not afford t> make friends w.th the Datch at 
he expense of the British. Neither can we 
afford, even in order to pleasa the Datch, to 
discourage or restrain any of those irflnences, 
such as immigration or the spread of the 
English language, which tend to increase the 
nombers or strengthen the position of the 
British element in Soath Africa. Tha forces of 
expansion and development are on that side, 
and it would be the most fatile folly not to 
avail ourselves of them to the fall.” 

It is the attitade to the Mother Country 
and the Empire, he points out, that divides the 
Sonth African British from their Datch neigh- 
bonrs. With regard to Downing Street he 
writes : 

“True it ie, and most trae, that when once 
self-government is granted it would be vain 
it woold even be detrimental to the British 
cause in South Africa — to interfere in the local 
political struggle, however deeply we may be 
interested in it. Such interferenca would only 
ba justified in some moment ¢f supreme crisis, 
when it was manifest to all men that the unity 
of the Empire was at stake. But a orisia is, 
homanly speaking, out-of the question in the 
early future. A long, long sapping process would 
have toprecede any attack.on the Imperial 
position such as might bring the Home Govern- 
ment into the field. What we have to realise is 
that, however deep the underlying issue, the 
everyday fizht will be over qxestions of detail 
—questions sach as the disposal of a tract of 
Goverment land. the composition of s+h al 
committees, the qualifications for the Civil 


‘Service, &o. In such a case, let Downing Street 


only raise a finger—not that I think it wil! 
dream of doing so—and a strong carrent of 
local feeling wi'l immediately he set flowing 
against the party which has Dowining Street 
for an ally.” 

But he pleads tor the British encouragement 
of the South African Britivh, and asks whether 
we can expect them to covtinue to fsel attach- 
meant to us if we seem to set no store by that 
attachment. : 

Lord Milner dispe's ths “false and, indeed, 
preposterous” ideas that the capitalists made 
the war or that they have any big irfinence, 
and that British policy since the war bas been 
lictated by the mine-owners, bot he says that 
the mischief which such misconceptions do is 
verv far-reaching : 

“We could hardly hive a more s'riking 
instance of it than has been afforded by the 
events cf the last few months. What im 
presses me most about the raging controversy 
over Chinese labour is not so much the 
misunderstanding of the economic aspects 
of the problem ag the extraordinary disregard 
of its social and political importance. Speaker 
sfter speaker dwells upon the iniqnities or the 
woes of mine owners or shareholders. But. how 
about the man in the street 1 How about the 
hnlk of our fellow-conntrymen in South Africa? 
You may reokon by thouaands the people 
whose very l'velihood is at ttaka, You may 
reckon by handreds of thonsands those wh:s: 
prosperity is materislly affected. Nothirg could 
possibly produces a worst effect upon Sonth 
Africa, nothing could do more to alienate our 
f-iends and give new coarage to our enemies 
‘han the levity with which such vital intere-t- 
are toxsed about and desisions of prufonnd 
importance taken and changed and chanzed 
again in obedience to the shifting winds of 
British party politicy.” 

In conclusion Lord Milner writes : 

‘At present things are in a very top y-turvs 
‘tate as regards information abont South Africa 
[t is the aceneed, the abased, who are conrtin 
and clamonring for inquiry. It is the accusers 
who are withholding it. As a humb’e member 
of the former class I look forward with confi- 
dence to the nitimate vardict of hi-tory. But I 
owo that I lok forward with alarm to the 
irreparable mischief which may be done befvre 


that verdict is recorded.”

With referencs to a resolation pas:ed by the 
Council of the B:itish Empire League urgirg 
the Admiralty to place no unnecessary limit 
oo the nombers to be enrolled in the Colonial 
naval reserves, either in Newfoundland or 
Austrslis, and to afford adequate provision in 
all cases for their servic3 at sea with a warship, 
Lord Tweedmouth has addressed a letter to 
the secretary of the Lexgoe calling attention 
to the statement explanatory of the naval 
estimates of 19067. From that it would be 


seen that as far as the numbers were concerned | 


no change of policy ha; taken place. The 
letter proceeds: ‘The original agreament was 
that this country should only psy for a 
limited number of Colonial Royal reservists, 
and it would be clearly impossible when the 
seamen cf the Royal Naval Reserve at home 
are being reduced to go beyond the stipulated 
nomber. With refersnce to zervica in man-of - 
war, advocated by Lord Goschan, I may point 
out that a certain number of Newfundland 
reserve men are serving in Commodore Paget's 
equadron which will arrive in this country 
early in April.” 


The six new French croisers which are to be 
laid down this year will, according to the 
“Temps,” have adisp'acen-ent of 18,0°0 tons. 
Their length will be 578 ft., their beam 48 ft., 
and their maximum dracght 28 ft. The engines 
are to be of 22,5°0 horae-power, giving a speed 
of 19 knots, The radius of activity witha 
normal supply of coal will be 4,000 miles at 
ten knots, or 925 at the msximom rate of 
speed, while with the extra supply which it 
will be poasible to carry these distances wil! be 
8 500 miles and 1,990 miles respectively. The 
armament will consist of four guns of 1 ‘in ,12 of 
94in.,16 of sin. and eight vf 1Zin. It will further 
inclade two under-water discharge tubes for 
‘orpedo. The complement will comprise 81 
‘fficerzand +90 men. The cruisers are to be 
fini-hed in four years. )

REPORT FOR 1905. 


In their report for 1905 the committee of 
the A. H. 8. state that since the starting of 
the srciaty copies of every notica and every 
programma issued to the publi», as well as 
newspaper cnottings, photographs of -the ex- 
hibits. etc., have been carefally kent, and the 
committee beliaves that it may be of interest 
to the members that a short recapitulation 
shold be made of the work that has been 
done during the last ten years. 

Prior to the formation of the Alexandria 
Horticultural S ciety two flower shows had 
already been he'd at the Soldiers and Sailors’ 
Institute, and these were followed by the 
first exhibition at San Stefsno which was 
held in 1896. “ ho success of the San Stefano 
ahow was such that it was decided to form a 
society with the otject of improving the cal- 
ture of flowers, froit. and vegetables, and of 
holding exh bitions in order to stimulate au 
interest in horticultnre amongst its members. 

H.H. the Kbelive was graciously p'eased 
to accord his patronage to the society and has 
never failed to show an interest in its w l’are 


ivavgarate its apring exhibitions. H.H. Prince 
Hossein Pacha Kamel, who 
become president of the society, has on three 
orcasions tent five exhibits of pot plants, cot 
fl were, and vegetabies to San Stefano, and 
has latée'y been nleased to off-r a yearly prizy 
of a handsome objet d'art to be o mpeted for 
by the members. HH. Prince Omar Pacha 
Toussoun, who acrepted the position f vo-- 
president, hss been-a covstsn* exh bitor and 
has thereby greatly aided the snoisty in 
making a succ+s8 of its shows. 

Since 1897 the society has besn »ffi iated 
with the Royal Horticaltaral S»o'ety ot Lon- 
don and has had the right of awarding i's 
meiala. [no 1x98 the Khetivial H -rticaltural 
Sociaty of Crir» sant four medals to be given 
ax prizes by the Alexsndria H mrticaltoral 
Sonie’y. 

The proof of the succars of the cosie'y has 
been clearly shown by tha f ct that the ball- 
room at Sin ~tefano was large evo igh in 189 
to hold a!l the exhibits of pot plants and ont 
flowers, whereas in 195 not only was this 
room occupied, bat it was al-o fiand neces- 
sary to erect thres enormo.s tents. occopying 
a apace of 1292 rquare metres, for the first 
three divisions «f the schedole, as well asa 
four'h tent «f 860 -qnare metres for staging 
the vegerables. 

A pleating feature of the use of the society 
has baen the increase of the vegatab!e exhibits.

The ITALIAN LAKES. 


VENICE is a 5 hours journey by rai from 
Milan, and one of the most delightful places 
imaginable to pass a quiet stay. The total 
absence of vehicular traffic strikes one as very 
strange ; no horse, cart, carriage or bicyole ‘is 
to be seen, and yet thereis the sound of life 
at every turn. The approach to Venice from 
the Adriatic is unlike that of any other sea- 
port. The town seems to be grad ally, like 
Aphrodite, born of the sea, no hills behind, no 
stretches of rock, but first the tops of Cam- 
paniles appear above the horizon, then slowly 
the whole glittering town rises like a fairy 
mirage out of the calm lagoon.
